H O P K IN S B ID S FOR F R IE N D S 
Making his debut as secretary o f co mmerce, Harry L. 
Ho pkins, pro fessio nal relief administrato r who kno ws little 
o f the intricacies o f business appealed fo r help at Des Mo ines 
last Friday ev ening. 
After hearing the Ho pkins lecture, W. A. Hainman, 
chairman o f the bo ard o f the Unio n Pacific railro ad predicted 
that Ho pkins will be “ the greatest secretary o f co mmerce we 
ev er had." 
Since that predictio n co mes fro m a leading business 
man. mo st co mmentato rs will hesitate to disagree with Mr. 
Harriman. Still, because the administratio n has been say ing 
o ne thing and do ing ano ther fo r the last six y ears, we be­ 
liev e many business men will prefer to watch Mr. Ho pkm - 
deeds, and see ho w they chime with his speeches. 
Curio usly , the Ho pkins o ratio n was nearly co incidental 
with a plea by Secretary Mo rgenthau o f the treasury de­ 
partment, urging business men to dro p their “ what s-tlm 
use" attitude and take no rmal business risks. 
The nub o f the business situatio n is this 
Cabinet members, no matter what speeches they make, 
will find it difficult to erase the stigma which the President 
o f the United States has managed to attach to business at 
large. 
To ries, mo ney changers, selfish few. entrenched 
greed, the pro fit sy stem is no t wo rth sav ing. chiseler.s "and 
business will be made to gradually disappear.” “ Class war- 
far might no t be so bad"— these v erbal sho ts at business by 
the President o r his underlings hav e do ne no thing to man­ 
ufacture co nfidence. 
The administratio n as a who le has 
destro y ed the co nfidence which makes business take no rmal 
risks, and pleas o f Ho pkins and Mo rgenthau so und inef­ 
fectiv e. 
What has the President himsell do ne within the last 
few mo nths to make business take no rmal risks 
He has ap­ 
po inted as atto rney general the Michigan go v erno r who 
co untenanced sit-do wn strikes. 
He has appo inted to the 
Supreme Co urt a pro fesso r who was co mpelled to 
declare 
his Americanism and his attachment to the Co nstitutio n. 
He has no minated fo r the interstate co mmerce co mmissio n 
a man who said the capitalist sy stem is no t wo rth sav ing. 
He attacked the rev elatio ns o f the Dies inv estigating co m­ 
mittee, which pro duced witnesses fro m widely separated 
po ints who se testimo ny agreed in substance and was s u p ­ 
po rted by do cumentary ev idence. 
Ev ery bo dy will wish Mr. Ho pkins success as secretary 
o f co mmerce, but it will be hard fo r business to regain co nfi­ 
dence in the regime as a who le while the underlings plead 
fo r business to go ahead. 
It is said that Mr, Ho pkins has mo re than o rdinary in­ 
fluence with Mr. Ro o sev elt. 
If the secretary o f co mmerce 
wishes to inspire co nfidence, he may induce the chief New 
Dealer to rectify so me o f the deplo rable erro rs that hav e 
threatened the v ery ex istence o f co mmercial enterprise. 


RELATIVELY SPKAKING 
“ Po v erty in America must be abo lished," say s Secretary 
o f Co mmerce Harry Ho pkins. “ A way must be fo und, and 
a way will be fo und." 
Mo re and mo re the New Deal is getting back to 
the 
fundamentals o f Herbert Ho o v er and Calv in Co o lidge 
Mr 
Ho o v er v entured ten y ears ago to intimate that a new 
o rder, abo lishing po v erty , co uld be achiev ed. No w Mr Ho p­ 
kins has caught up with him. 
Mr. Co o lidge believ ed in eco n­ 
o my , and Mr. Ro o sev elt and his secretary o f the treasury 
hav e so mewhat, shamefacedly back-tracked o n their earlier 
demands fo r additio nal tax es. 
Ho wev er, po v erty is relativ e. That statement is small 
co mfo rt to the man who is unable to meet what we term a 
decent standard o f liv ing. 
But at the same time the co mfo rt 
that can be attained by an energetic 
man in tlus co untry , 
ev en tho ugh he co nsiders himself po v erty -stricken, 
wo uld be 
env ied by a po o r man in o ther co untries, such as India and 
China. 
It depends upo n whether o ne lo o ks up the hill o r 
do wn. 
We remember the millio naire who was so po v erty - 
stricken he co uldn't maintain a full stall o t serv ants fo r 
each o f his fiv e residents, and the ago nizing wails o f his wife, 
who threatened to sue him fo r 
no n-suppo rt 
\ \ e v enture to say that no matter ho w plentiful jo bs 
beco me in this co untry , there alway s will in a lev s who 
simply can t find wo rk. 
And amo ng tho se who will hav e 
permanent jo bs, there alway s will be a few who nev er will 
be able to make bo th ends meet. Fro m the abject po v erty 
these peo ple no w suffer, they mav rise to 
what' thev wo uld
